AbrnouaeH, as we ‘stated in our issue of the 
14th instant, many, of our difficulties with 
‘China ‘have arisen fronr the defective ap- 
_preciation by “Lord Sanisnury. of the 
‘internal weaknesses of the Chinese- Govern- 
ment, it ig idie to deny’ that “many of the 
causes of these.weaknesses were beyond the 
‘eontrol of tho ‘British Government. The 
international relations of Europe-are of such 
a nature that oo ong Power can for long 
continue to act in direct contravention of 
the feelings of the rest, and it might have 
becn assumed that in opposing the designs 
of Bussiz in her wantonly aggressive action. 
towards China, England would have enlisted 
the sympathies of she other Powers. That 
‘was, however, dotto be, for various reasons, 
In the first’ instance the aggressiveness of- 
* Bussia sits like an ever-present incubus on 
“the Governments of the centri] states of 

Europe, who are only too glad to welcome a 
_ téinporary respite and stand ‘by, whilet 
Rassia is devoting her energies to the far 
distant Manchuria; in the second Germany 
at least, not to speak of France, had. visions 
of her own of establishing a new German 
Empire on the ruins of what up to the pre- 
sent has been China. The consequence was 
that the language spokin by the British 
Government, with its somewhat overstrained

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professions of disintereatedness, did not com- 
mend itself to any of the Continental Powers, 
and Groat Britain found, herself. completely 
isolated. Then followed the treaty, offensive 
and dofensive, with Japan, which for a time 
commended itself to the British public as o 
possible-check on further encroachments on 
the part of Rusaia. It was hoped. from 
cortain statements on the part of the United 
States. that his would lead up to » ‘further 
understanding ou the part ‘of that Govern- 
ment for joint action.
